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Gettysburg, Oldest Lutheran College In America, Has Distinguished History 


Founded In 1832, It Has 
Graduated 6,500 Men And 
Women To Many Professions

N NOVEMBER 7, Gettysburg college will pass the 116th 
anniversary of the admission of the first students to 
its doors. 
In its distinguished history since its beginnings in 1882 as 
a preparatory school for the parent institution, the Gettys­ 
burg Lutheran Theological Seminary, it has graduated ap­ 
proximately 6,500 men and women. 
The achievements of those alumni, not only in the Lutheran 
ministry but in every profession anc! in many other walks of 
life throughout this nation and abroad, have added to the 
stature of the college. 
Oldest Lutheran College 
The oldest Lutheran college in America, Gettysburg has 
continued in the course set by its founder, Dr. Samuel Sch- 
mucker, that the college be “unsectarian in its instructions 
but at the same time be prevailingly under Lutheran in­ 
fluence and control.” 
Gettysburg college has contributed leaders in many occu­ 
pations to American society. Recent studies of alumni records 
have show n that among the graduates of the college are more 
than 1,600 preachers, more than 50 missionaries, more than 
1,100 teachers in elementary and secondary schools, more 
than 450 college instructors, about 60 college presidents, ap­ 
proximately 450 lawyers and judges, pbout 600 doctors, 75 
dentists, nearly 500 engineers and scientists, 1,700 business­ 
men and about 2,000 others in other occupations. 
Approximately KH) graduates are serving their country as 
military leaders. During World War II, more than 75 percent 
of the 1,400 alumni in the armed forces were commissioned 
officers. One reason for the distinction achieved by Gettys­ 
burg alumni in the armed forces is that Gettysburg college 
has the oldest Reserve Officers Training Corps units in the 
nation in a private college. Established in 1916, the Corps 
here has trained nearly 2,500 men and has issued Reserve 
commissions to nearly 500 of them. 
Early Backgrounds 
The backgrounds of Gettysburg college reach far back into 
the history of Gettysburg—from early days an educational 
center—and of the Lutheran church in this country. 
With the establishment of the Seminary in 1826, the need 
for a school to furnish the necessary classical background 
for the theological studies became apparent. 
The Seminary had opened in the fail of 1826 and in May of 
the next year when its board met, the president and chief 
founder of the Seminary observed in his report that many of 
the young men who had registered as students lacked the 
classical training for the study of theology. 
Formed “Claiwtcal School” 
His solution to the problem was a recommendation for 
the establishment of a classical department in connection 
w-ith the Seminary. His words marked the formal beginnings 
of the move that led five years later to the opening of Gettys­ 
burg college. 
The Seminary board acted on its president’s recommen­ 
dation and a month later a newspaper announcement told of 
plans for opening the “Gettysburg Classical School.” 
Chartered By State 
The newspaper advertisement w'ent on to point out that 
“the situation at Gettysburg is pleasant and healthy and the 
inhabitants are normal, hospitable and intelligent. Boarding 
may be had in respectable families at $1.50 a week. Price of 
tuition $6 per quarter or $24 per year.” The school opened as

OWHERE else in the world is 
there quite the significance of 
the coming of school days 
as that existing' in America. For the 
young, it serves as a vestibule to the 
entering of a larger world; to the 
adults, school days constitute an in­ 
spiring memory; to the American 
people — at no period of our history 
have there been more urgent rea­ 
sons for the asking of vital ques­ 
tions concerning our education. 


Our forefathers were deeply 
concerned about the planting of 
high ideals and noble traditions in 
the minds of youth. They realized 
that the well-being of the country 
is not a m atter of acreage, mines or 
wealth, but primarily one of pro­ 
ducing men and women of charac­ 
ter, conscience, courage and self­ 
dedication to things worthwhile. 


To us, falls the task of keeping 
America loyal to and worthy of its 
high heritage. There are those who do not love America. There are those who 
seek to undermine its traditions. There are those who are glibly talking about 
’’what’s wrong with America.” It is time for us on all levels of education to 
emphasize what is right with America. It is ours to face the things that are wrong 
and correct them . . . but ever to keep in mind the fact that only those ideals which 
have made America can serve to perpetuate cherished foundations laid by our 
fathers.

Our education needs to find anew great incentives — in mind and soul — for the 
preparing of youth who shall live creatively and unselfishly for the building of a bet­ 
ter world. Those who are ceaselessly toiling in their subversive activities must be 
met by an equally devoted group who love our country and solemnly dedicate them­ 
selves to the ennobling and enriching of our land. 


The entire world has its eyes on America. America is the last great hope of a 
groping world. In the midst of the blessings of school days, let us never forget —■ 
as parents, teachers and taught — the important hour in which we live. 


Stevens had a cow pasture northwest of the town and 
urned that over to the college as the site for its new home. 
Curly in 1826, work began on the present site of the college 
with Pennsylvania Hall, better known as Old Dorm, the first 
structure to be erected. It was occupied in 1887 and housed 
the entire college. The students slept there, ate there and 
went to chapel twice daily in the same building. 
At first, students coming to Gettysburg college arrived by 
stagecoach from more distant points. Others who lived near­ 
by—within 50 miles— walked here for their higher education. 
With the coming of the railroad in 1860, more speedy and 
ess arduous means of transportation was offered. 
Second building on the campus was the Linnaean Hall, 
ater known until it was razed in 1948 as the old gym. 
1834 Was Turning Point 
As one measure of the growth of the college, the campus 
now includes more than 20 buildings with a valuation of more 
than $2,000,000 and plans completed for the most ambitious 
building program in the history of the institution. 
The year 1834 was a turning point in the early history 
of the college. In some respects it was the most eventful the 
college has ever known. It was in that year that the Legis-

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advertised on June 25, 1827, with but two students but the 
number swiftly increased. 
In August, 1829, the school became the Gettysburg Gym­ 
nasium but continued to occupy rooms in a building at the 
corner of West High and South Washington streets also used 
by the seminary. 
By 1831, Dr. Schmucker, not satisfied with the courses 
offered by the Gymnasium which he headed, turned to the 
citizens of Gettysburg to discuss the possibility of “erecting 
the Gettysburg Gymnasium into a college.” 
With the support and encouragement of local citizens and 
Lutheran clergymen in the area, Dr. Schmucker went to Har­ 
risburg, wrote a charter for the new' college there within 
the space of a few hours and submitted it to the Legislature. 
Staying on the scene to insure passing of the chartering act, 
Dr. Schmucker convinced the lawmakers with the logic and

persuasiveness of his arguments and on April 7, 1832, the in­ 
stitution was chartered as “Pennsylvania College of Gettys­ 
burg.” 
Important July Fourth 
On the Fourth of July, 1832, public exercises with cere­ 
mony and oratory proclaimed the organization of the college 
and on November 7 of that year the institution opened for the 
registration of students. 
The first students matriculated December 15, 1832, with 
three juniors, eight sophomores, 12 freshmen and 40 pre- 
paratorians. The second year began w ith an enrollment of 80 
in the college and preparatory school and the attendance 
continued to increase yearly for some time. 
Turned down at first in its requests for state aid, the 
college with the aid of Thaddeus Stevens, then the legislator 
from Adams county, secured a state appropriation of $18,000. 
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Founded In 1832, It Has

Jutu tt passed the bill granting the college $18,000 and a aeries 
of other important developments were launched that were 
to change the school from a struggling young institution to 
a well organized college with assurances for its financial 
future. 
Two professors were added to the faculty and a library was 
provided and a long series of land purchases was begun. In 
September of that year, the first steps in a building program 
were taken and the first class was graduated from the college, 
I>r, Krauth First President 
At the opening of the winter semester, Dr. Charles Philip 
Krauth was inaugurated as the first president of Pennsyl­ 
vania college. Dr. Krauth had become a part time member of 
the faculty in the fall of 1833 and was made chairman of the 
faculty with Dr. Schraucker’s relation to the college becoming 
that of one of the members of the Board of Trustees. Dr. 
Krauth’s election as president was well received by friends 
of the college and he enjoyed great popularity in the 16 years 
he served as head of the institution/during a large part of 
which time he also served on the faculty of the seminary. 
The college received its second president in 1850 when Dr. 
Henry L. Baugher, one of the outstanding faculty mein tors, 
I ©came its head. At about this time the college’s financial 
structure became unsteady and there was some thought of 
(losing the school or of merging it with Muhlenberg which 
h.id been founded in 1867. But the era of financial difficulties 


ended with renewed support from the state and the Lutherans 
and the institution resumed its progress. 
The agitation to move the college from Gettysburg occurred j 
in 1854 and seemed to be due in part to the inaccessibility of 
the town while York and Harrisburg with larger populations 
and better transportation facilities made attractive induce­ 
ments to have the college taken there. Thaddeus Stevens led 
the move that proved successful to have the school retained 
here. 
Formed Company Here 
In the midst of financial troubles for t he college came the 
Civil War. Although the town of Gettysburg had many 
southern influences and much of its trade was with the South. 
and although college students as often argued the cause of 
the South as that of the North in pre-war debates, both the 
town and the college were united in supporting the cause of 
the North when war came. 
In the spring of 1861 a military company was formed by 
the college students. The company drilled regularly on the 
college campus and frequently in the town square. By the end 
of 1861 some of the students had entered the military service, 
In May, 1863, plans for Lee’s invasion of the North were 
announced by President Lincoln who called for volunteers. 
That news reached Gettysburg early in June. Most of the 
students were congregated around Buehler’s hook store after 
their noon meal, when the announcement was posted. Within 
a few hours 5 of the 114 students had signed as volunteers. 
Helped Get Volunteers 
Eventually a total of 61 enlisted in the company with a few 
from the seminary and the preparatory school. Along with a 
number of men from Gettysburg, the company was organized 
with 83 men and officers were elected. Going immediately to 
Harrisburg, it became Company A, 26th Regiment. Pennsyl­ 
vania Militia. They enlisted for “the emergency” and became 
the first soldiers musterd into the Emergency army. His­ 
tory credits the Gettysburg company with setting in motion 
the “hall that gave the state 26,000 troops in a time when 


every man counted rf score.” Harvey VV. MeKnight of Com­ 
pany A became adjutant of the regiment. 
On June 24, after a week of training at Camp Curtin, the 
company was returned to Gettysburg and on the morning >f 
June 26 was ordered to move west along the Chambersburg 
road to meet Confederate troops of General Lie’s command 
then operating from Chamtorsburg. 
Delayed The Emmy 
Getting reports of the approach of Considerable numbers 
of the seasoned troops of the famous Army of Virginia, the 
men of Company A swung north and took part in their first 
skirmish near Bailey’s hill on the old Carlisle road, about 
four miles north of town. A few of the mf*n of Company A 
were taken prisoners by Southern cavalry while the others 
made a two-day forced marc h hack to Harrisburg, 
While the regiment and Company A did not achieve any 
great success in the brief Gettysburg maneuver, the unit 
became the first, nevertheless, to engage the enemy in what 
was to become the Battle of Gettysburg. Borne historians say 
the action held up the enemy for a day, 
A monument to the regiment in which Company A served 
was erected in front of the Meade school building at the inter­ 
section of Buford and Springs avenues in Gettysburg on 
September I, 1862. 
, 
Campus Used in Battle 
Classes were being held on the college campus when the* 
first shots were heard the morning of July I but the classes 
were promptly dismissed and were not resumed until the 
next semester. On that afternoon Union Signal Corpsmen 
occupied Old Dorm but a short time later Confederates took 
over and the building soon served as a hospital. On July 2, 
General Lee used Old Dorm as a battle observation |k>»nI lait 
the building fell into Onion hands again after the defeat on 
the South on July 3. 
Gettysburg college students had returned to the campus in 
the* fall and had a part in the parade on November 19 wlp n 
Lincoln dedicated the National cemetery. 


First Coeds In 1888 
Upon Dr. Baugher’s death in 1868, Dr. Milton Valentine, 
a graduate of the college in 1850, was elected president and 
served 16 years. His administration saw new courses added, 
the debt reduced and two buildings added. One was the cam­ 
pus observatory, long since removed, and the MeCreary 
gymnasium which later became a chemistry laboratory and 
-food near the present site of the SCA building. The position 
of dean of the college also was created during Dr. Valentine’s 
administration and Dr. F*hilip M. Bikie became the first to 
hold that office In 1889. 
After Dr. Valentine resigned in 1884, Dr. Harvey VV. Mc- 
Knight was elected president and his tenure also was marked 
by the addition of college buildings, new land was bought and 
Glut feller hall was erected. Brua chapel was built in 1900. 
Gettysburg had first considered co-education in 1873 but 
the idea was rejected by the board. In 1888, the first coed 
was registered and girls continued as day students for the 
greater part of the time since that date. 
Campus Became Camp In H7 
Sports at Gettysburg college became firmly entrenched 
between 1890 and 1900 and a student body that once had 
Ii ted croquet as its leading recreation began producing 
athletic teams that have made outstanding records through 
the years. 
Dr. Samuel G. Hefelbower, a member of the class of 1891, 
became Dr. McKnight’s successor In 1904 and served until 
1910. In that year, Dr. William A. Granville, a Yale graduate, 
was made president of the school and installed engineering 
courses sufficient to allow the college to grant an engineering 
degree. The department was dropped in 1940. Aided by Dr. 
diaries If. Huber, then head of the preparatory department, 
Dr. (iranVille conducted a financial campaign that cleared 
the college of debt for the first time in SO years. 
Dr. Granville was the college's head through World War I. 
In 1916 the students petitioned for military instruction and

Better "Break" This Fall 


When the fall semester opens at 
Gettysburg college, this. like other 
institutions 
of 
higher 
learning 
throughout the United States, will 
have passed Its peak of veteran 
enrollments, although, according to 
Registerer Charles R Wolfe, there 
will be no sharp decline, but rather 
a gradual tapering-off. 
The number of students who will 
be enrolled in Gettysburg college 
this fall will attn be far above pre­ 
war levels, however. Registrar Wolfe 
estimated the number would be be­ 
tween 1,200 and 1550. A year ago 
the enrollment was 1503, of which 
ITS were women. 
There will be at lekst ten per 
cent fewer OI students in college 
for the 1948-1949 school year. ac­ 
cording to the registrar, and of the 
freshman 
class 
entering 
college, 
approximately two-fifths will 
be 
veterans and three-fifths non-vet­ 
erans. 
The enrollment in the fall of 1940 
was 593. of which 140 were women. 
In 1941 the figure had risen to 851, 
which included 168 women. In 1942 
there were 702 students enrolled, 
of which 180 were women. 
Amy Moves In 
Then came 1943. and Ute greater 
drain on the nation’s youth because 
of tho war The civilian registration 
at the college dropped to 294, with 


below last year’s levels: The rising 
cost of tuition, room and board; 
completion of courses by thousands 
of O.I.'s; action by colleges to hold 
down enrollment because of space 
and faculty problems. 
The number of students enrolling 
is still, of course, far above pre-war 
and pre-Oili-bill figures, says the 
Journal.

In all branches of the university 
there were 12.575 students a year 
ago, up from a pre-war level of

Northwestern university in Evan­ 
ston. 111., expects an enrollment of 
about 10,500 full-time students this 
fall. That's about the same number 
the Institution has had for the past 
two years since the veteran invasion 
gathered momentum. This school, 
however, is accepting only about one 
out of five applications because of 
classroom and housing shortages. 
As in many other schools, some 
Northwestern students are living in

While Carnegie is still receiving 
far more applications than it can j 
accept, many schools, particularly 
state institutions, are now accepting 
the great bulk of their applicants. 
Report From Pittsburgh 
The University of Pittsburgh re­ 
ports its belief the peak of enroll­ 
ment is “definitely over" In con­ 
firmation. it offers these figures: 
14,708 students in 1940 ; 23,632 in 
1946 ; 25,700 in 1947 ; 23,000 this year. 
Other colleges and universities re­ 
porting an anticipated dip in their 
student bodies this fall: University 
of Oregon will have a drop of IO 
er cent from last year’s 5.000; Uni­ 
versity of Michigan is enrolling 20,- 
500 as against 1947's 20,900. 
In many cases, the anticipated de­ 
cline in number of students is not 
large; but it marks the end of a 
three-year-old postwar trend to big-

The fall of 1947 
saw a registration of 1,203. the high­ 
est In the history of the college. 
Women numbered 178. 
Veterans Predominate 
During the war years there were 
far more army and air force men in 
training at the college than civilian 
students. The veterans predominat­ 
ed after the war. Then the number 
leveled off a year ago. until it was 
about even between vets and non- 
vtta. Those who started in Febru­ 
ary of this year. and others who en­ 
tered in June, were predominately 
veterans, however. 
The rising cost of tuition, room 
and board and completion of college 
courses by ippny veterans does not 
have the same effect here as in 
other colleges. Wolfe said. With 
Gettysburg college, it is rather a 
policy of which students to accept. 
“The best of the civilian students 
who make application will be given 
the break which they deserve this 
fall,” he said. "If the qualifications 
of the civilian applicant and the OI 
are approximately equal, we will of 
course give the preference to the 
veteran, but lf a OI has mediocre 
qualifications and we have out­ 
standing students from high schools 
on our list, the latter will get the 
choice.’’ 
Still Have Waiting List 
The registrar said the pressure on 
enrollment Is not as great this year, 
although the college has a waiting 
list of 2.000. This does not mean, 
however, that 2.000 are clamoring 
for entrance. It means. Wolfe said, 
that most of these have applied 
at at least three colleges and many 
of them have been accepted at 
other 
institutions. 
The women's 
waiting list has 200 names, to 
which similar conditions apply, he 
said. 
A Wall Street Journal survey of 30 
leading institutions, large and small, 
shows three chief factors will tend 
to keep this fall’s crop of students 


ample, 
reports that 
applications 
for admission to its college and 
graduate schools have been heavier 
than ever before. When classes get 
underway on September 28. however,

The university has been stretch­ 
ing its facilities in the past few years 
to accommodate veterans. Now that 
the peak of veteran applications has 
passed, Columbia is scaling down to 
more normal enrollments to “take 
the abnormal teaching load off the 
faculty." 
How the “veterans peak’’ has 
passed is illustrated graphically by 
these Columbia figures: Less than 
15 per cent of this year's freshman 
class will be veterans, compared 
with 21 per cent in the class which 
entered last fall. In the class which 
graduated last spring 75 per cent 
were veterans. 
Fewer At Harvard 
Harvard is also keeping its student 
body within a limit it considers 


ters. 
The “Personal" Touch 
Swarthmore college in Philadel­ 
phia is a small school which is de­ 
liberately reducing its rolls. Its peak 
number was reached last year, with 
1,070; this year’s total will be held 
to around 1,017. Authorities there 
are firm believers in smaller classes 
and seminars where students can re­ 
ceive a more "personal’’ education. 
Besides the recension of the G. I.- 
student flood and calculated steps 
by schools to cut back unwieldy 
rolls, theres no doubt still-rising 
living costa—in this case tuition, 
room and board—are playing a part 
in keeping down 1948's college classes 
according to the Wall Street Journal. 
School authorities find it difficult 
to pin down the exact number of 
propsectlve students who are shel­ 
ving higher education plans because 
of over-strained budgets, but they 
agree ifs a pretty sizable figure. 
High Cost of Higher Learning 
Reports from around the country 
are almost unanimous in emphasiz­ 
ing that it's going to cost more to 
go to college this year than ever be­ 
fore. 
Take the University of Michigan 
in the “big school" category. Tuition 
is $70 a term for residents of the 
state, $175 for out-of-state students. 
This compares with $70 and $150 
last year, and with $60 and $100 In 
1941. In 1941, Michigan charged an 
average of $401 for room and board; 


last yeajr the same charge came to 
$491 and, in the coming terms, it will 
be $535. 
Trinity college at Hartford, Conn., 
tells the same story for the smaller 
schools. There tuition is $500 a year, 
as against $400 in 1939. A room in 
the dormitories average $200 to 
$300 a year, about IO per cent more 
than prewar. 
The three major items of expense 
for Harvard men this coming year 
will add up to $1536, an increase of 
about 20 per cent over the 1939 aver­ 
age of $1,021.

The 
University of Oregon has shelved 
a proposed science building, which 
would cost now about $2 million, 
far above the 1945 state legislature 
appropriation for that purpose.

During World W ar II, the college served as a preliminary 
training school for the Army Air Forces with several hundred 
young men completing a phase of their training here, entered 
the Air Force and served their nation in combat on every 
front. 
Since the war, the college has expanded its facilities to 
accommodate veterans th at swelled the college enrollment 
to double its pre-war size and made necessary increases in 
the size of the faculty and general college facilities. 
And now', well into its second century, in the words of its 
official bulletin, “G ettysburg college is grateful for the op­ 
portunities that it has had to contribute to the leadership of 
the country in the past, and is ready to take up with con­ 
fidence the responsibilities of the days th at lie ahead.’’

Point, this was the first educational 
institution a t w hich m ilitary studies 
were prescribed as p art of the cu r­ 
riculum 
In the period between 1819 and 
th e Civil W ar, a num ber of essen­ 
tially m ilitary schools and colleges 
were founded 
Some of these were 
L afayette College. Virginia M ilitary 
In stitu te. T he C itadel, K em per. Oak 
Ridge, and M arion In stitu te. All of 
these institutions are now rep re­ 
sented in th e ROTC system . How­ 
ever. up to the tim e of the Civil W ar, 
m ilitary studies were practically u n ­ 
known in schools not of th e es­ 
sentially m ilitary type. 
In 
1862 
R epresentative 
Ju stin 
M orrill introduced to the Congress an 
act which provided th a t gran ts of 
land be authorized for those educa­ 
tional Institutions 
a t w hich “ the 
leading, object .shall be, w ithout ex­ 
cluding o th er scientific and classical 
studies and including m ilitary ta c ­ 
tics, to teach such branches of le a rn ­ 
ing as are related to agriculture and 
m echanic a rts.’* T his act was a p ­ 
proved bv th e Congress and is known 
as the •‘M orrill Act,” after its author. 
The passage of this act was the real 
of—ROTO. ivRhough 
in 
som ew hat different form. 
O ther* Adopt Program 
S hortly afte r th e Civil W ar, sev­ 
eral of the states and territories 
began to take advantage of the M or­ 
rill Act by establishing sta te u n i­ 
versities an d agricultural colleges 
A t each, M ilitary Science and T a c ­ 
tics form ed a p art of the prescribed 
curriculum . At first th e federal gov­ 
ernm ent provided no p articu lar a s­ 
sistance in regard to m ilitary in ­ 


stru cto rs or equipm ent. Betw een 1870 
and 1880 several acts w ere passed 
w hich authorized the detail of per­ 
sonnel and thp loan of equipm ent 
to institutions of th is type. In 1888 
sim ilar au th o risatio n was granted 
for Institutions not of th e la n d -g ra n t 
fam ily and Including public high 
schools.

Corps, although n o t a com ponent of 
the Army, is an integral an d im ­ 
po rtan t p a rt of th e natio n al defense 
fram ework of th is country. 
Because of its concept, form of 
governm ent, and way of life, this 
country never has had a large sta n d ­ 
ing Army in tim e of peace, It has 
always, in tim es of em ergency, de­ 
pended upon a citizen arm y. 
The form ation of a vast citizen 
arm y Is a trem endous task. In 1917 
and 1940, we were exceedingly fo r­ 
tu n ate in having th e tim e to o r­ 
ganize and train such an arm y be­ 
fore being forced to engage in large- 
scale com bat, although in th e dark 
days of 1942 there was good cause to 
fear th a t we had gam bled w ith se­ 
curity once too often. If th e r e ‘is a 
third world war, we m ay be certain 
th a t we will be the first ta rg e t of 
attack. O ur great potential stren g th 
will be a liability ra th e r th a n an 
asset if then we are unable to bring 
g reater stren g th to bear a t the point 
of attack 
T his 
m eans 
th a t the 
’ citizen arm y m ust be ready before it 
is needed. 
O ne of th e chief problem s in the 
form ation of a citizen arm y is the 
procurem ent of qualified officers in 
bulk T here will be no tim e to select 
and train them w hen w ar clouds ar*' 
on the horizon. Only through the 


ROTC program can they be secured 
in adequate num bers before they are 
needed. Some indication of the im ­ 
portance 
th a t 
ROTC 
graduates 
played in W orld W ar II m ay be 
obtained from the B iennial R eport 
of G eneral George C, M arshall of 
1945, w hen speaking of ROTC gradu­ 
ates. he stated: 
“T he contribution of this com ­ 
ponent was therefore largely one of 
individuals but of wide extent and 
greater im portance * • * its most 
im portant contribution was the im ­ 
m ediate availability of its product. 
Ju st what we would have done in Ute

I do know th a t our plans 
would have had to be greatly cu r­ 
tailed and the cessation of hostilities 
on the European fro n t would have 
been delayed accordingly, We m ust 
enlarge and stren g th en the system ." 
Tile ROTC is vital to our national 
security. T he fact! are clear—w ith­ 
out ROTC this country cannot pro­ 
duce .sufficient officer personnel to 
expand the 
Army of the U nited 
S tates. The future security of this 
n ation depends upon the Reserve 
Officers T raining Corps.

Gettysburg college students have 
always been fortunate In hearing 
some of the day’s outstanding per­ 
sonalities from the lectern but the 
year 1947-48 
exceeded all 
others 
when such people as Ferenc Nagy, 
ex-premier of Hungary; Dr Roy K 
M arshall, outstanding 
atomic au­ 
thority; the Hon W alter Judd, con­ 
gree man from M innesota; Dr. Ed­ 
ward 
L 
Bortz, 
president 
of 
the 
American 
M e d i c a l 
association; 
Amiya Chakravarty; Lt. Gen Keller 
Hockey, commanding general of the 
First Marine Division, and many 
others appeared here, 
Nagy, who was basted as premier 
of Hungary, elucidated on the m en­ 
ace of the Red influence in Europe, 
hammering the point home with the 
statem ent that “Southern Europe is 
more completely conquered now by 
Communistic Influence than if it 
had been conquered m ilitarily dur­ 
ing the war.”
